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A PROJECT to transform the 
site of Charles IPs Newmarket 
palace and stables into a 
national heritage centre has 
been given a £4.2 million 
boost. 

The £12.8 million Palace House 
project is on the home straight with just 
£2 million left to raise after the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) announced this 
week the award had been confirmed. 

A new home will be created for the 
National Horseracing Museum in the 
outer yard of Palace House Stables, the 
collections of the British Sporting Art 
Trust will be displayed in a gallery inside 
Palace House and an education centre will 
be established in the Mews. 

Live horses will become part of the 
museum for the first time with the 
transformation of the site’s Rothschild 
Yard into a home for the Retraining of 
Racehorses charity. 

Chris Garibaldi, director of the High 
Street museum, said: “We couldn’t be 
more pleased to have received this news - 
it recognises the national importance of 
the Palace House site which was high¬ 
lighted in Time Team’s recent archaeolog¬ 
ical investigation.”

The news follows the announ¬ 
cement of £750,000 funding from 
the Wellcome Trust which will be 
used to support new science 
displays at the museum. 

Suffolk County Council has put 
£1 million towards the project 
and Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, the site’s owner, has given 
£713,000. 

Peter Jensen, chairman of the 
Home of Horseracing Trust, 
which is in charge of fundraising 
and the redevelopment of the 
Palace House site, said: “We are 
launching the final public phase 
of our fundraising campaign at 
the Craven meeting at Newmark¬ 
et in April. We still have to raise £2 
million but we are confident we 
are now entering the final furlong 
- it really is great news.” 

Inga Grimsey, chairman of the 
HLF East of England committee, 
said: “We at HLF are delighted to 
be able to support the develop¬ 
ment of the Home of Horseracing 
National Heritage Centre. Our 
grant of £4.2 million underlines 
the importance of this fantastic 
heritage story. 

“Through transforming Palace 
House and Stables and bringing 
together both the Horseracing 


Museum and the British Sporting 
Art Trust, we can for the first time 
share the global history of horse¬ 
racing. 

“In addition, the involvement 
of the Retraining of Racehorses 
charity will help visitors to fully 
understand the crucial role this 
sport has played in the life of 
Newmarket and the communities 


who live and work there. 

“More importantly, this project 
will support future development 
and regeneration of the town, 
making a huge contribution to 
the local economy.” 

The centre is expected to 
launch in 2014 and it is hoped it 
will draw between 40,000 and 
50,000 people a year. 


Anger as cafe 
water is cut off

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A COFFEE shop owner 
is fuming after losing a 
day’s trade because 
the business’s water 
supply was cut off for 
more than four hours. 

Mick Parkes said the 
water went off in his shop, 
Quattro Coffee in the 
Guineas, in Newmarket, at 
about 9.05am on 
Wednesday last week and 
after waiting until mid¬ 
morning, they had to send 
their staff home. 

He claimed Anglian 
Water had not told the 
retailers in the Guineas 
work was taking place to 
flush out the mains and he 
had only found out the 
work was taking place 
because of a letter he 
received at his home 
address in Newmarket. 

He said: “We assumed 
the supply may be off for a 
few minutes and the water 
maybe discoloured. 

“What we hadn’t banked 
on was it being off for over 
four hours which left us

with no choice but to close 
the shop around 11am due 
to the uncertainty of how 
long it was going to take.” 

Their water supply was 
switched back on at about 
1.15pm, he said, but they 
had already sent their staff 
home. 

He said: “We are going to 
claim compensation for a 
day’s loss of takings and we 
are just more annoyed 
than anything because 
they never told us officially 


that anything was going to 
happen to the water in the 
Rookery at all, as retailers 
we were not told.” 

He said they had spoken 
to Anglian Water’s call 
centre several times during 
the disruption. 

He said: “They kept 
claiming it would be back 
on in ten minutes but that 
did not materialise. We had 
five telephone discussions 
with them.” 

A spokesman for Anglian 
Water said the coffee shop 
had not been included in 
their letter drop because it 
had not been on their 
database. 

He said: “We apologise 
because clearly Mr Parkes 
found himself without 
water. 

“He needed that water to 
run his business but he did 
not have it and was not 
expecting to be without it. 
We certainly apologise for 
the inconvenience 
caused.” 

He said he did not know 
whether the water should 
have been off for as long as 
it was and said they would 
discuss with Mr Parkes 
what they could do to put 
things right.

Woods faces 
two further charges of theft from a person 
which relate to two separate alleged inci¬ 
dents in Mildenhall on February 18 and 23. 

All three defendants are next due before 
the court on June 1 for a plea and case man¬ 
agement hearing.

300 homes could 
go on schools sites 


AS many as 300 houses are 
under discussion for the 
sites of Newmarket’s two 
middle schools which are 
closing this summer. 

Four options have been put for¬ 
ward by Suffolk County Council as 
a basis for conversations about the 
future use of the St Felix and Scalt- 
back sites. 

The schools are being closed as 
part of the Schools Organisation 
Review which will see Suffolk lose 
its tier of middle schools. The coun¬ 
cil has said it no longer needs the 
land for education provision. 

A consultation on the sites will 
run until June 29 and diagrams of 
the options will be on display at 
public meetings later this month. 

One option envisages 300 homes 
being built on nine hectares across 
the two sites. The one remaining 
hectare at the St Felix site would be 
set aside for employment space

and community use. 

A second scenario sees six hec¬ 
tares across the two sites set aside 
for housing and two more desig¬ 
nated for use by the community. 
The remaining two at the front of 
the St Felix site are earmarked for 
employment space. 

The third and fourth options 
place 100 homes across three hec¬ 
tares, either solely on the St Felix 
site or split between the two. Both 
options set aside half a hectare for 
employment use at the front of the 
St Felix site, the remaining six and a 
half hectares for community usage. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers of Suffolk 
County Council said: “I urge every¬ 
one to take part in this consultation 
process. It is really important and 
will help to shape the future of our 
town. These are important sites and 


we need to make sure future use is 
driven from community ideas.” 

Cllr Jane Storey, Suffolk County 
Council’s deputy leader and port¬ 
folio holder responsible for proper¬ 
ty, said: “Following the Schools 
Organisation Review the Scaltback 
Middle School and St Felix Middle 
School sites have been released 
through the schools reorganisation 
process. As such the county council 
is looking to find alternative uses 
for the buildings and the land. 

“We welcome any interest from 
the community These consultation 
meetings are being held to encour¬ 
age people to come forward and 
say what they believe would be an 
appropriate use of these sites.” 

The meetings are taking place at 
St Felix Middle School on Wednes¬ 
day, April 18 between 3.30pm and 
7.30pm and at the Memorial Hall in 
Newmarket High Street on Wed¬ 
nesday, April 25 between 4pm and 
7.30pm.

Lecturing role beckons 
as doctor calls It a day

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A STALWART of a Newmarket doctor’s 
surgery has called it a day after two 
decades at the practice. 

Dr Paul Silverston, from Exning, spent 
his last day as a GP at Oakfield Surgery 
yesterday and said it was his patients he 
will miss most. 

He said: “I felt that I have always 
practised personalised medicine so my 
patients have always been dear to me. 

“They have always been my friends 
and I would like to think I had a good 
working relationship with them, and they 
have come to me not just as a doctor but 
also as a friend in times of crisis.” 

Dr Silverston said he still has as much 
passion and compassion as he ever did 
for his job but felt this was the right time 
to leave, partly because of the direction 
today’s NHS is taking. 

For example, he said, while GPs used to 
refer patients to the hospital consultants 
they felt most appropriate for them, they 
now use a computerised system which he 
feels breaks down the relationship 
between the medics and makes for less 
individualised care. 

He said: “I have been in practice 20 
years and I think 20 years is long enough 
to be doing the kind of medicine which I 
do, which is very personalised medicine. 
It’s not nine to five medicine. It involves a 
huge amount of energy and I felt that the 
energy was difficult to maintain within 


the modern NHS, because the modern 
NHS seems to be more about chasing 
irrelevant targets and putting energy into 
administration and bureaucracy than it is 
looking after people. 

“I found I was expending more and 
more energy trying to fight the system 
and having less and less energy left to 
look after my patients.” 

Dr Silverston, 56, will today take up a 
lecturing position at Anglia Ruskin 
University, where he will be teaching as 
well as developing a master’s degree in 
pre-hospital trauma care. 


He said he had always taught alongside 
his practice, including at Cambridge 
University, but this would be the first 
time he would be teaching students at 
ARU, where he did his first degree in the 
1970s. 

Dr Silverston, whose father, Neville, 
founded Magpas, The Emergency 
Medical Charity in 1971, was a Magpas 
medic for about 20 years into the late 
1990s and spent another decade 
volunteering for the Suffolk Accident 
Rescue Service.

Hunt for heirlooms 
collected by charity

A FAMILY is appealing for 
the return of heirlooms taken 
by a charity by mistake. 

The treasured items were packed 
in a suitcase ready to be delivered to 
family in Switzerland when it was 
picked up by a collector from Zoe 
Powell’s home in Burwell. 

Mrs Powell’s grandmother, Ellen 
Wright, asked her family during her 
life and in a letter she left when she 
died last May, aged 95, to take care 
of three possessions, including a 
brass box shaped like a pirate’s 
treasure chest made by her father, 
Arthur Graves. 

The box, measuring 16cm by 
10cm by 7cm, was packed in a 
suitcase alongside other precious 
things which belonged to her 
grandmother and other luggage in 
Mrs Powell’s home ready to be 
taken to her aunt, Laith Stretton, in 
Switzerland. 

But British Heart Loundation 
(BHL) collectors who visited Mrs 
Powell to pick up the bags of goods 
she was giving them also took the 
suitcase which the 35-year-old said 
was separate from the donations. 

Mrs Powell said she rarely uses 
the room and only realised on 
Lriday, March 23, the 22-kilo case 
was missing - just over a week after 
it was taken. 

She said: “It’s just one of those

very sad situations. I just feel 
immensely responsible because it 
was in my home. I just feel awful. 

“It’s just stuff that was in there but 
when you have actually got it 
written down there are certain 
things she wants looking after, that’s 
where it starts getting you.” 

By this time, the cherished things, 
including the box, love letters, a red 
china angel, a brass ashtray in the 
shape of a horseshoe with a horse’s 
head on it and nutcrackers with Big 
Ben on their handles, were no 
longer at the Newmarket shop. 

Mrs Powell’s mother, Teresa 
Lurness, 66, from Sawbridgeworth, 
said the sentimental value of the 
things was “priceless” and urged 
people to help if they could. 

She said: “My family and I are 


appealing to the hearts of those 
who have the possessions or know 
where the possessions are who will 
realise the deep hurt that has been 
caused by losing my mother’s 
treasured possessions subsequent 
to losing my mother.” 

Diane Locke, deputy retail 
director for the BHL, said: “I’d like to 
apologise to Mrs Powell for any 
inconvenience and upset this 
incident has caused. 

“We are extremely grateful for the 
support we receive from the 
Newmarket community and pride 
ourselves on delivering a 
professional service to our 
customers. 

“Our staff and volunteers have 
been working hard to retrieve all the 
items that were taken by mistake. 
Shop window posters and a sign at 
the till have been present for a few 
days now to alert customers who 
may have bought the items. We 
have already retrieved a few of Mrs 
Powell’s items. 

“We will review this incident with 
the staff who carry out our 
collection service to prevent this 
rare incident recurring. Donations 
from the Newmarket community 
are crucial to help us continue our 
lifesaving work in the area. 

“I’d like to encourage the local 
community to continue supporting 
our very successful shop.”

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Air ambulance attends 


as two are badly hurt 


THREE people were taken to 
hospital after a car accident 
between Barton Mills and Red 
Lodge on Friday. 

An elderly couple suffered 
serious injuries when their blue 
Ford Focus was involved in a 
collision with a white Kia on 
the All close to the 
Herringswell Road turn. 

The 75-year-old woman who 
was the most seriously hurt 
suffered injuries to her right 
leg and neck and had to be 
released from the car. The man 
had pelvic and chest injuries. 

Both occupants of the Ford 
were treated by an East 
Anglian Air Ambulance (EAAA) 
crew which arrived at the 
scene at 11.10am. They were 
taken to Addenbrooke’s in a 


land ambulance. 

The driver and passenger in 
the Kia suffered less serious 
injuries and one of the 
occupants was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital. 

Suffolk Police were called to 
the scene at 10.15am and the 
air ambulance was called 
minutes later. 

A spokesman for Suffolk Fire 
and Rescue Service said 
appliances from Newmarket 
and Mildenhall were sent to the 
scene and crews used cutting 
equipment to release two 
casualties. 

The air ambulance landed 
on the southbound carriageway 
where the accident occurred 
and the lane remained closed 
into the afternoon.

Stable lads’ cup row led to 
assault on police officers 


AN ARGUMENT between 
stable lads about the 
Cheltenham Gold Cup led to 
violence and a police woman 
being punched in the face, a 
court has heard. 

David Hawes, 50, admitted 
assaulting two police officers and 
being drunk and disorderly, when 
he appeared before magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds on Tuesday. 

He was ordered to pay a total of 
£800 in fines, compensation and 
costs. 

Chairman of the magistrates Tina 
Baker told him: “This is going to be 
one of the most expensive drinks 
you have ever had.” 

Ros Keppleman, prosecuting, 
said police were called to the

Millionaire pub in Newmarket on 
March 16 at 8.30pm, where they 
found Hawes and three other men 
shouting and swearing at each 
other. 

A member of the pub staff pushed 
Hawes towards the door of the pub, 
but when PC Wilson told him to 
leave he swore at her. 

She noticed he was intoxicated 
and unsteady on his feet. Due to his 
demeanour and aggressive 
behaviour she decided to arrest 
him, but as she took his arm, he 
knocked her arm away. 

He then swung his arm round and 
punched her on the right cheek, 
causing tenderness and a cut. 


When Sgt Roper took hold of 
Hawes’ arm, the defendant pulled 
his head back and lunged forward, 
trying to head butt the officer. 

Handcuffs were knocked out of 
PC Wilson’s hands, but after a 
struggle he was cuffed and put into 
a police car. 

Representing Hawes, of Carson 
Walk, Newmarket, who has no 
previous convictions, Michael 
Whatley described the stud hand as 
a workaholic who had a passion for 
horse racing. 

He did now recognise that he had 
a drink problem and was seeking 
help from his doctor. 

Mr Whatley said: “I cannot get 
away from the fact that this was a 
nasty incident, aggravated by the 
fact that Mr Hawes assaulted not 
only a constable, but a lady 


constable. It is something he is 
deeply ashamed of. 

“He is a married, respectable 
man, who has never hit a woman in 
his life, and this was totally out of 
character. He did not deliberately 
punch the officer, but accepts that 
he was reckless in swinging his arms 
about while he was drunk.” 

Magistrates were told that Hawes 
had been watching the Gold Cup on 
television with a number of stable 
lads and an argument about the 
race got so heated that he and 
another man were going outside for 
a fight. 

He was ordered to pay a £200 fine 
for each assault and to pay each 
officer £100 in compensation, plus a 
£100 fine for being drunk and 
disorderly and £100 costs. 


Nine men accused of 
stealing scrap metal 

A GANG of nine men allegedly stole £1,400 of 
scrap metal making off with the goods in 
wheelie bins. 

Mark Cobb, 19, Peter Davis, 29, Aaron Fagg, 
22, John Massen, 26, Alfred Rye, 20, his 
father, also Alfred Rye, 49, Christopher Rye, 46 
and brothers David Smith, 24 and Mark Smith, 
19, all face a charge of theft. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ Court heard on 
Tuesday that on Monday, March 19, all nine 
men, from the Dartford and Kent area, 
allegedly stole scrap metal, to the value of 
£1,400, belonging to EMR, a scrap yard in 
Snailwell. 

None of the men gave an indication of a plea at 
this stage and spoke only to confirm their 
name and address. 

Magistrates declined jurisdiction and the men 
will next appear at the magistrates’ court on 
May 29, when it is believed the case will be 
sent to Cambridge Crown Court. 

They were released on bail, with the condition 
not to return to Cambridge unless to attend 
court. 

Choking on breakfast may 
have led to heart attack 

A RESIDENT of a Newmarket psychiatric unit 
may have suffered a heart attack after choking 
on his breakfast in a roadside cafe, an inquest 
has heard. 

Steven Barclay, 56, collapsed at the Little Chef 
at Barton Mills where he had gone with two 
carers from Beech House in Fordham Road on 
December 8, the inquest in Bury St Edmunds 
heard on Tuesday. 

But Dr Peter Dean, the coroner, said while 
choking was a possible cause of the heart 
attack, it could have been caused naturally. 
Scott Clarke and Joshua Cockerton, the 
members of staff who accompanied Mr 
Barclay, reported he initially seemed to be 
enjoying himself before appearing to have a 
seizure. 

They could not find a pulse and worked to 
revive Mr Barclay until paramedics arrived. 

The inquest heard a paramedic removed 
foodstuff from Mr Barclay’s airway before he 
was revived and taken to West Suffolk Hospital 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

He was moved to the intensive treatment unit 
but Mr Barclay, who had a history of epilepsy 
and psychiatric problems, died on December 
15 with family members at his bedside. 

A post mortem examination showed his death 
had been caused by cardiac arrest. 

Recording a narrative verdict, Dr Dean said: “It 
is clear from the medical reports that there 
was food in the airway. There is a question as 
to whether this was a choking incident that led 
to complications or there had been a primary 
cardiac event.”

About 40 young people 
battled it out during a regional 
heat of the Macquarie National 
Table Cricket Competition at 
Newmarket Leisure Centre on 
Monday last week. 

Youngsters from Newmarket 
College helped referee, umpire 
and score at the event organised 
by the Lord’s Taverners, a youth 
sports charity. 

Kieran Williams, community 
sports leader at Anglia 
Community Leisure, said: “From 
our point of view, it was a hugely 
positive day. It’s great to see so 
many people with disabilities 
accessing our centre. 

“The look on the faces of the 
young people showed how much 
they were enjoying competing 
and playing sport.”

Merger talks begin 
between fire services

The link-up is being 
considered because of the need 
to save millions of pounds 
because of Government cuts 
but Neil Newberry, Cambridge¬ 
shire’s assistant chief fire officer, 
said it just one of many options. 

He said: “We have to be 
realistic and it is possible that

the next comprehensive 
spending review in 2015 could 
result in a further round of 
deep cuts to the public sector. 

“Therefore, we have an 
obligation to make long-term 
plans in order to protect the 
frontline service that we 
provide to the public. 

“As part of these plans we are 
exploring a number of options 
that have the possibility to 
make large-scale savings over 
the next decade. Merging the 
service fully with Suffolk Fire 
and Rescue Service is just one 
of these options.” 

The Cambridgeshire service 


has already agreed to save £4.2 
million by axing 60 jobs, 
including 30 fire fighting posts, 
but fears a further £1.8 million 
could be cut from its budget 
and has warned emergency 
response times could suffer if 
that happens. 

Kevin Napier, Cambridge¬ 
shire secretary of the Fire 
Brigades Union, said it had 
always been thought that the 
creation of the shared control 
room could lead to a full 
merger. 

He said: “Any efficiency 
savings have got to be at the 
top because no further cuts can 
be made to the frontline. We are 
already cut to the bone. 

“I would hope that, if a 


merger was to take place, we 
wouldn’t need two chief fire 
officers, we wouldn’t need two 
senior management teams, 
and we would have great 
purchasing power, and that’s 
where I would hope the savings 
could be found. 

“As long as there is no 
detrimental effect on frontline 
services we probably wouldn’t 
be opposed.” 

On Friday the authority 
deferred approval of the start of 
work on an outline business 
case until the next meeting. 

It is expected any merger 
would need parliamentary 
approval, and the earliest date 
it could be expected to happen 
is April 2014.

AN award-winning 
gardener who spent 
her life among blooms 
has died aged 65. 

Pearl Sulman, who won 
hundreds of medals in flower 
shows across the country 
with her husband Brian, died 
at Addenbrooke’s on Friday, 
March 23 after a year-long 
battle with leukaemia. 

The husband and wife 
team, who ran a nursery in 
Mildenhall for more than 35 
years, were awarded 52 Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS) 
gold medals, including seven 
at the Chelsea Flower Show, 
as well as winning the 
society’s annual Anthony 
Huxley Trophy for their 
pelargoniums at the 
Hampton Court Palace 
flower show in 2009. 

Mr Sulman, 67, said they 
had first met at horticultural 
college 49 years ago. He said: 
“We were both involved in 
horticulture all our working 
lives and even previous to 
that, because Pearl was born 
and brought up on her 
father’s nursery. I was 
involved in gardening and 
various things in my home 


so we both have had a 
constant love of gardening 
and horticulture.” 

He said what had drawn 
his wife to gardening and 
horticulture was a passion 
for flowers. 

Mr Sulman said: “I think it 
was the love of beautiful 
flowers and the fact that 
when you sow seeds or take 
cuttings you never know 
whether they are going to 
grow or not and, I suppose, 
the joy you get when they do 
get to flower.” 

At their peak, the couple 
from Mildenhall had been 
involved in about 30 shows a 
year and entered their final 
one in 2010, before selling 
the last of their business’s 
stock last July. 


Mr Sulman said his wife 
was well-known in 
Mildenhall. The support 
from across the community, 
including the church, which 
had played a large part in her 
life, and the parish council 
had been fantastic, he 
added. 

Cards and telephone calls 
have also been pouring in 
from fellow flower show 
exhibitors. Mr Sulman said: 
“I think she had many, many 
friends.” 

Mrs Sulman leaves three 
children, Judith, Caroline 
and Keith, and seven 
grandchildren. 

A celebration of Mrs 
Sulman’s life was due to be 
held at St Mary’s Church in 
Mildenhall yesterday.

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History s darkest lesson 

More than one million 
people died in the Nazi 
death camps in Auschwitz. 

A group of schoolchildren 
visited Poland with The 
Holocaust Educational Trust 
to learn from the past. 

Reporter ALICE HUTTON 
joined them. 


O SWIECIM looks like a 
nobody town. Small 
and grey with 40,000 
residents, it squats bleakly in 
the countryside an hour or so 
from Krakow; its quiet, dusty 
streets riddled with KFCs, Lidl 
supermarkets and cranes at 
odds with the searing 
sunshine. 

Residents crouch in bus shelters 
with cracked glass and the grim Sola 
and Vistula rivers run slickly past 
choked with silt. 

And yet it is and will always be 
infamous - under the better-known 
Germanic name of Auschwitz. 

It was here, just a few kilometres 
away, that an estimated 1.3 million 
people were murdered by the Nazis 
during the Second World War. 

And the rivers, which look like 
they’re clogged with mud, are actually 
covered in carpets of dumped human 
ashes. 

One of the surprising parts of the 
educational charity’s Lessons from 
Auschwitz journey for post-16 
schoolchildren was that there is still a 
town here at all. 

Who would be prepared to live in 
that shadow on a daily basis? 

Every year 250,000 visitors, and 


growing, either sombrely walk their 
bleak streets like they are a museum 
filled with unspeakable nightmares or 
bypass it completely and stop just five 
minutes outside to see the source of 
the horror, Auschwitz-Birkenau; the 
concentration, death and labour 
camps which collectively ended the 
lives of more than a million Jews. 

And yet, until the German invasion 
in 1939 the thriving Jewish 
community in this town numbered 
7,000, making up 58 per cent of the 


population. 

Today there are none. 

The last Jewish resident, Simon 
Kluger, was the sole representative 
from 1962 until he died in 2000, living 
there in what some interpret as an act 
of defiance against the regime that 
tried and failed to kill him. 

He lies in the only correctly marked 
plot in the town’s Jewish cemetery 
where hundreds of gravestones were 
dug up to use for roads by the Nazis, 
who then killed most of the people 


who would remember where to put 
them back. 

But that is partly what today is 
about - and why the trust runs a 
project dedicated to encouraging 
students and teachers to personalise 
Holocaust history and see the people 
behind the atrocities. 

After we drive into the 
concentration camp of Auschwitz 1 
by the coach load with pupils from 
across the whole region, including 
students from Mildenhall College of 


Technology, our group leader David 
Jones, a former teacher from 
Manchester, reminds us: “The town’s 
residents live every day with this 
terrible history, because it is living 
history 

“We are here to learn how to re¬ 
humanise not only the victims, but 
also the perpetrators and the 
bystanders in Oswiecim who watched 
more than half their neighbours 
disappear and did virtually nothing.” 

When we step under the wrought

iron motto of the Arbeit 
Macht Frei gate (‘work 
makes you free’) where 
prisoners arrived to the 
falsely cheerful sounds of 
orchestras, whatever 
chatter there was drops 
away and the students 
walk under clouds of 
virtual silence. 

We enter a seemingly 
never-ending series of 
buildings filled with 
material carefully gathered 
by the Soviets when they 
liberated the camp in 
January 1945. 

To say the first room was 
a shock is a gross 
understatement and it 
shows in the eyes of the 
students. 

It is packed to the ceiling 
with piles of rotting human 
hair hacked off women by 
Nazis who then used the 
locks to make carpets. 

Room two is crammed 
with battered suitcases 
with the names and birth 
dates of their owners 
painted in swirling script - 
for when they hoped they 
would collect them. Stacks 
of tumbling, scuffed shoes 
fill a third and next to it is a 
mound of spectacles with 
twisted frames. 

The children shuffle 
uncomfortably, cameras 
around necks. 

Another cavernous place 
is covered in pots and pans 
brought by people who 
believed they might 
actually need them. 

Shaving equipment, 
shoe polish, nafl clippers, 
children’s toys, sacred 
prayer shawls; these items 
show that whoever was 
brought here either did not 
know or did not believe 
they would be murdered. 

Anna Kusak, our guide, 
stops. 

“This is one of the worst 
for me,” she says. 

False legs, false arms, 
back braces. 

“Some of these were 


taken from soldiers who 
fought for their country 
and were injured in the 
First World War, and were 
then killed a few years 
later.” 

The day continues in a 
blur. 

We walk past the 
‘hospital’ where Dr Josef 
Mengele conducted fatal 
experiments on dwarfs, 
twins and disabled people 
without anaesthetic. 

Another corridor is filled 
with mug-shots taken of 
the first prisoners to arrive 
- before the Nazis gave up 
on the excessive ‘admin’ it 
caused. 

The inside of a wooden 
door of an underground 
cell for solitary 
confinement has fingernail 
marks raked down it. 

Finally, we file into the 
only gas chamber not 
blown up by the Nazis - 
with holes in the ceiling 
where cyanide was 
released in false shower 
fittings. 

Afterwards Sarah 
McGregor, of Sawtry 
Community College, says 
quietly: “I closed my eyes 
and tried to imagine not 
coming out. 

“I just couldn’t manage 
it.” 

The 17-year-old adds: 
“No one here has any 
words about what we’re 
seeing today” 

Jess Stewart, 17, from 
Hills Road Sixth Form 
College, in Cambridge, 
talks about how strange it 
was to tell her family where 
she was going. 

“My sister didn’t know 
what to say to me,” she 
admits uneasily. “You can’t 
say ‘good luck’, or ‘have a 
good time’. 

“There was no proper 
way to describe where I 
was going.” 

If Auschwitz 1 felt like a 
museum, then Auschwitz 
Birkenau, the death camp 


which smothers 420 acres 
with a forest of barracks, is 
surreal in its historical 
accuracy. 

About 90 per cent of the 
buildings are original and 
look exactly as they did 
when they were used for 
one of the most coldly, 
systematic mass 
exterminations in the 
world. 

As the sun sets and the 
temperature plummets, we 
file into barracks, past 
guard towers and blown- 
up gas chambers, with a 
freedom very few in this 
camp knew 

Auschwitz is a graveyard 
without any graves. 

If you held one minute’s 
silence for every person 
who perished here you 
would be silent for three 
years. 

But 90 per cent of the SS 
who worked here have not 
been brought to justice. 
They have died - or will die 
- free men. 

And all the time, the 
number of witnesses is 
dwindling, with many of 
the youngest now turning 
70. 

Solemnly Mr Jones turns 
and issues a warning to all 
of us: “It is no use saying 
the Nazis were 
psychopaths. 

“Because if they were 
what hope would there be 
for the future? 

“We could then sit back 
and say ‘it will never 
happen again’. 

“They were not 
monsters, they were 
human beings who walked 
out at the end of the day 
and read their children 
bedtime stories. 

“Never forget - we 
brought you here to try to 
understand them better 
and make sure history 
doesn’t repeat itself. 

“It is called the Lessons 
from Auschwitz for a 
reason.”

Biker’s gear error 
ended in tragedy 


A MOTORCYCLIST was 
fatally injured after 
accidentally putting his 
bike into the wrong gear, 
an inquest has heard. 

Richard Leadon, 21, of Carter 
Road, Burwell, had been 
travelling to work when the 
motorcycle went out of control 
on the All at Barton Mills on 
August 2 last year. 

On Tuesday an inquest at Bury 
St Edmunds heard how a police 
expert had discovered that Mr 
Leadon had selected first gear 
while travelling at about 50mph 
on the approach to the Fiveways 
roundabout. 

The handlebars of the Yamaha 
125 were seen by witnesses to 
swing violently from side to side 
before he was thrown from the 
motorcycle and into the central 
crash barrier of the dual 
carriageway. 

In a statement, fames Gysin 
said he saw Mr Leadon's crash 
helmet come off as he fell onto 
the road. 

Mr Gysin said he stopped to 
help but he could detect no 
pulse. 

Emergency services were 
called but Mr Leadon was

declared dead at the scene. 

A post mortem examination 
showed that death had been due 
to multiple head injuries. 

The inquest heard that Mr 
Leadon, a former Cambridge 
Regional College student who 
worked as a carer, had been 
travelling to work in Fakenham. 

When the motorcycle was 


recovered from the scene of the 
accident it was found to have 
been in first gear. 

Police motorcycle expert Pc 
Kevin Stark had repaired Mr 
Leadon's Yamaha and tested it at 
Woodbridge airfield where he 
found that by selecting first gear 
while travelling at speed resulted 
in the rear wheel becoming 
locked. 

Mr Leadon, who had 
purchased the bike in fuly last 
year, was a relatively 
inexperienced rider said Pc 
Stark. 

Assistant Suffolk Coroner 
David Sharpstone recorded a 
verdict of accidental death. 

Tributes paid to Mr Leadon 
following his death described 
him as a “cheeky chappy”. 

His family said of him: 
“Richard’s infectious personality 
will be very missed by not just 
his family but also his friends. 

“He has the most amazing, 
electric, bubbly personality and 
he was a real cheeky chappy. He 
always lived life to the full and 
he was never scared to try 
something new. 

“He was the strong one in our 
house and always made us so 
happy to have him around.”

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Albert Square to Hollywood

W HEN I was given the choice 
of interviewing either Anita 
Dobson or Greta Scacchi - 
ahead of their acclaimed two-hander, 
Bette and Joan, coming to Cambridge 
- there was no hesitation: it had to be 
Anita. 

I’ve loved her since her days as the 
fabulously drunken Angie Watts: 
throughout the late 80s, my whole 
family was addicted to EastEnders - 
and Ange was a huge part of the 
soap’s appeal. 

I liked her single Anyone Can Fall 
In Love (sung to the EastEnders 
theme tune - you remember the one) 
so much that I learned the words and 
sang it to myself in the mirror, 
hairbrush in hand. (I was only 7. So 
that’s OK then.) 

When I actually get to speak to 
Anita, she’s in the back of a car on a 
mobile with dodgy signal. We get cut 
off a couple of times, but she keeps 
calling me back, undeterred and 
uncomplaining. 

Penned by Anton Burge, Bette and 
Joan is set in the early Sixties. Two of 
the silver screen’s greatest leading 
ladies, Bette Davis (Scacchi) and Joan 
Crawford (Dobson), are now has- 
beens, having been upstaged by a new 
brand of blonde bombshell movie star. 
And then they are offered a golden 
opportunity: playing opposite each 
other in the dark and brilliant 
Whatever Happened to Baby Jane?, 
now an undisputed classic. While all 


appeared seamless on-screen, behind 
the scenes the actresses were at war. 
And it’s this part of the story - their 
mutual loathing - that Burge tells in 
Bette and Joan. 

“I just had an instinct about this 
part. I love them both: Bette and 
Joan,” says Anita. “I’ve always loved 
Hollywood’s golden era: Fred Astaire 
and Ginger Rogers, Vivien Leigh, Rita 
Hayworth. .. 

“I grew up watching their black and 
white movies on a Sunday afternoon: I 
cried through them, laughed through 
them, danced through them.” 

When it opened in the West End 
last year, Bette and Joan won rave 
reviews: described variously as 
camp, kitsch and deliciously 
bitchy, critics agreed the show 
was the perfect vehicle for 
Anita and Greta’s talents. The 
Daily Express declared it ‘a 
scorching performance’; the 
Daily Telegraph feted Anita as 
‘wickedly funny’. 

“It’s a fantastic part,” Anita 
laughs. “You can’t really believe 
that two actresses would stoop so 
low! In the film, Bette’s character 
has to lift Joan’s out of bed - so Joan 
wore a lead-weighted belt for that 
scene, which put Bette’s back out. 

“Bette Davis was very 
confrontational; she spoke her mind. 
She was vile to Joan, and 
undermining about her career: Joan 
didn’t have acting lessons, she 
learned everything 
on screen, so 
Bette never 


felt she’d done it the proper way. 

“Joan was refined, so when it came 
to payback for Bette, she resorted to 
subterfuge. Joan is so different from 
me, not the same animal at all. She’s 
certainly very complicated. But 
having researched her now, I sort of 
love the woman.” 

As well as enjoying stage success, 
Anita returned to TV last year to take 
part in 



/ 


Strictly Come Dancing and she’s just 
finished the Strictly live tour. 

“I’d always wondered what it would 
have been like to have trained as a 
dancer,” she says. “If I didn’t give it a 
go, I felt I’d always regret it.” 

Anita’s husband, Queen legend 
Brian May, was less enthusiastic: “My 
family kind of thought ‘ Okaay . . . 
Brian probably found it quite hard. I 
just got lost in this world of 

Disneyland; I was in a happy 
little bubble for about five 
months. 

“My dancing partner 
Robin Windsor was 
wonderful and we had 
so much fun. When we 
started training together 
- I said, ‘Please, please, 
make me good enough to 
go on the tour’ - and we 
made it onto the tour! 

“And the dresses ... Oh, 
I loved the dresses. Every 
week I’d be given my 
outfit and I’d say ‘This 
is my favourite! ’” 

But having come 
to fame in Albert 
Square, has she 
ever been tempted 
to return? 

“I haven’t ever 
wanted to go 
back, no. When 
Leslie (Dirty Den) 
and Letitia (Sharon) 
returned, it was great 
for them - 
and great 


for the show. But I wanted to do lots 
of different things: that’s what I thrive 
on.” 

She added: “ When I got the part I 
was no chicken: I was already in my 
30s. But I was young enough to use 
the springboard the show had given 
me and see what I could do. 

“When I left I went back to the 
world I’d come from: the theatre. No- 
one in television would touch me, 
because as soon as the audience saw 
me they’d say, ‘Oh look, it’s Ange’. 

“But the directors who knew me 
from before, who knew my CV, didn’t 
think of me as Angie Watts and they 
very generously welcomed me back.” 

Anita’s stage CV is impressive, 
encompassing everything from 
Shakespeare to the Calendar Girls 
and the Vagina Monologues. In 2003, 
she was nominated for an Olivier 
Award for her role in the National 
Theatre’s Frozen. 

At almost 63, has Anita no plans to 
slow down? “It’s funny you say that. I 
did say to Brian about two years ago 
that I might semi-retire now I’m 
getting older, then suddenly all this 
fabulous work came in ... I’m really, 
really lucky and deeply grateful.”

Give your patio 
a summer sizzle

A S summer beckons, 
many gardeners will 
now be deciding which 
patio plants to feature in 
their scheme, but it’s a 
difficult job as there’s so 
much choice and plants can 
vary greatly in quality. 

The perfect summer container 
plant should be long-flowering and 
disease-resistant. But many simply 
don’t do that job. 

To save you some of the bother 
of trial and error, Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has now 
produced a report after growing 
more than 35 new varieties suited 
to containers or baskets before 
they were released to the public. 

The plants, which were bought 
as plugs or young plugs last April, 
were grown in good quality 
container compost with added 
slow-release fertiliser. 

The planted containers were 
kept in polytunnels until all risk of 
frost had passed and then brought 
out in June, watered and 
deadheaded as required. 

Among the pick of the crop were

Osteospermum Serenity series (Mr 
Fothergill’s; Unwins), with its soft 
pastel or terracotta-toned flowers 
that mature to a deeper, warmer 
shade, and the Nemesia Lady 
series, a deliciously scented variety 
which looked great in mixed 
plantings with Calibrachoa ’Can- 
Can Rose Star’ and Pelargonium 
‘Caliente Pink’. 

The white Nemesia ‘Sweet Lady’ 
was the longest flowering of three 
highly scented varieties and still 
looked good in September. 

For those interested in new 
basket plants, winners included 
Petunia ‘Sanguna Atomic Blue’, 
which brings drama to any 
arrangement, with its dark 
throated flowers with dark veins 
leading to a deep-mauve colour of 
the rounded petals. 


It carried on flowering when 
other plants were waning, trailed 
well and didn’t suffer from having 
all the flowers at the bottom of a 
curtain of green growth (B&Q; The 
Garden Centre Group; Homebase). 

For a burst of yellow in a mixed 
planting basket, Bidens ‘Solaire 
Semidouble’ didn't disappoint, 
forming a dense trailing mat of fine 
foliage covered with hundreds of 
tiny, vibrant flowers that have an 
extra set of petals around the eye, 
forming a frilly collar. The plants 
grew well, flowered strongly all 
summer and were easy deadhead. 
(B&Q; garden centres) 

Lovers of busy lizzies (Impatiens) 
whose plants succumbed to a 
widespread outbreak of downy 
mildew last summer may be better 
off growing alternatives such as the 
New Guinea-type hybrid impatiens 
or begonias, both of which will 
succeed in similar conditions, 
according to Which? Gardening. 

Last year trialists grew several 
varieties of sunpatiens (a New 
Guinea hybrid), which all 
performed admirably and showed 
no signs of being affected. 

The Sunpatiens Compact series 


were extremely vigorous, tolerant 
of both sun and shade and 
produced beautiful, vibrant flowers 
which required only a little tidying 
to stay looking pristine. 

Of course, no summer planting 
scheme would be the same 
without the trusty lobelia - and 
Lobelia ‘Super Star’ lived up to its 
name, earning the accolade of the 
best lobelia in the trial. 


This small-flowered, bicolour 
variety flowered prolifically, 
starting in June and continuing 
long after other lobelias had given 
up entirely.

Jarvis regret 
as title folds 

FORMER Formula Renault 
UK champion Oliver Jarvis 
said he was disappointed at 
the series’ demise 
following the organisers’ 
decision to postpone this 
year’s championship six 
weeks before the first round 
because they had only six 
registered entries. 

The championship has 
been a proving ground for 
emerging young talent, 
including several FI 
drivers, since its inception 
in 1989. Burwell driver 
Jarvis won the title in 2005 
and, after being named 
McLaren Autosport Young 
Driver of the Year later that 
year, went on to progress to 
the German Touring Car 
Masters (DTM) and sports 
car racing. 

He said: “For me the 
championship was the 
springboard for my career.

“The big problem now in 
junior formulas is that there 
are so many of them. 

“It’s no longer clear to 
young drivers what the best 
route to take is.”

Botti delighted with his Dubai trio 


MARCO Botti is reflecting on a successful 
Dubai World Cup night at Meydan after each 
of his three runners picked up hefty cheques 
in their respective races. 

Planteur made his debut for the Newmarket- 
based handler, running with huge promise to 
finish third in the World Cup - the world’s 
richest race - behind the Godolphin pair 
Monterosso and Capponi, both trained by 
Mahmood Al Zarooni at Moulton Paddocks. 
Joshua Tree was beaten less than a length 
into second in the Dubai Gold Cup, while 
Jakkalberry belied his odds of 33-1 to finish 
third in the Dubai Sheema Classic. 

“I was pleased with how all the horses ran - 
for them all to be placed is a great result,” 
said Botti. 

“I wish we could have had a winner, of 
course, but I was just happy to see them run 
well and it is exciting for the year ahead.” 
Planteur won the Group One Prix Ganay 
when trained in France last year and his new 
handler is hopeful he can add to his tally at 
the highest level this season. 


Botti said: “I was very pleased with Planteur. 
While his preparation had been good, he 
only joined us in late December and we had 
to rush him a little bit to get him ready for the 
World Cup. 

“He is a proper horse and he showed a lot of 
class to finish third after an awkward start. 
“He is entered for Hong Kong but I would say 
that is very unlikely, as he doesn’t like really 
fast ground but the Tattersalls Gold Cup at 
the Curragh (May 27) could be his next 
target or he could wait for Royal Ascot for 
the Prince Of Wales’s Stakes.” 

The former Aidan O’Brien-trained Joshua 
Tree was making his debut over two miles in 
the Dubai Gold Cup, a race which was 
controversially re-run four and a half hours 
late after the original running had to be 
abandoned because of a fatality. Tother 
horses suffered fatal injuries in the second 
running. 

“Joshua Tree came closest to winning out of 
our three and it was disappointing, obviously, 
that three horses broke down during the 


race,” said Botti. “Joshua Tree was maybe a 
bit unlucky as when he turned into the 
straight he had to squeeze through a gap and 
Johnny (Murtagh) said if he’d had a clearer 
run it would have been closer. 

“He’ll have a little break and the Gold Cup at 
Royal Ascot would be a possibility for him.” 
Botti was not surprised to see Jakkalberry 
run well. “He ran a blinder and I was very 
surprised he was such a big price,” he said. 
“It was always going to be tough against 
horses like St Nicholas Abbey and the French 
horse (Cirrus Des Aigles), but our horse ran 
well. He has been bought by Australian 
owners, so maybe he could end up in the 
Melbourne Cup at the end of the year. We’ll 
see how he is but the Hardwicke Stakes at 
Royal Ascot could be next for him.” 

However, William Haggas admitted he was a 
little disappointed with Beaten Up after he 
finished sixth in the Sheema Classic. 

The four-year-old was unbeaten in three 
starts last year, graduating from a Ripon 
maiden to a Doncaster conditions race 
before impressively landing a Group Three at 
Newbury. He took another big step up in 
class against seasoned Group One horses in 
Dubai and was not disgraced when sixth, but 
the fact that Haggas expected better is a 
measure of the high regard in which he holds 
the gelding. 

“I was a bit disappointed if I’m honest,” said 
Haggas. “He ran a bit keen and he didn’t pick 
up like we expected him to in the straight, 
like we know he can. It was a hell of a step 
up for him and maybe it was a stupid race to 
run him in, but it was a great occasion and, 
hopefully the horse will learn from it.” 

A little more promising for the trainer was 
the run of Fury, who was beaten just a length 
into third in the Lincoln at Doncaster. 

Haggas said: “I thought he ran very well and 
I was pleased to see him finish his race off 
so well. 

"On Saturday’s evidence, whatever was 
ailing him last year might not be totally 
behind him but he is definitely going 
the right way.”

Joggers go 
Olympic way 

PAUL Holley and Cathryn Starling were 
among the lucky 5,708 runners to sample the 
Olympic atmosphere on Saturday. 

The Newmarket Joggers duo went into a 
ballot after almost 43,000 applications were 
received for the five-mile National Lottery 
Olympic Park run, which took in many of the 
London 2012 landmarks - including the 
village, velodrome and aquatics centre - and 
finished in the Olympic Stadium. 

And Holley was the 12th runner and first 
veteran over-40 to cross the Olympic finish 
line in 27min 26sec - topping his Mv45 age 
group by almost a minute. 

Starling, making a welcome return to the 
team, could not have found a better race to 
make her comeback, clocking 38.40 to finish 
1,265th. 

The race proved to be a loosener for Holley, 
who the following day continued his 
marathon preparations in the Human Race 
Breakfast Run, a two-lap 16-mile course 
around Kingston Upon Thames. 

A strong field of 1,407 runners - including 
an elite male and female field - set off with 
Holley attaching himself to the leading pack. 

Clocking consistent sub-5.50 minutes 
miles, Holley was 10th, the first over-40 to 
finish by more than two minutes and again 
winner of the Mv45 category 
■ Martin Gear lowered his personal best again 
when he competed in the St Clare Hospice 10k 
race in Harlow. Gear, now tapering for the 
Brighton Marathon on April 15, finished 
fourth out of 408 runners, clocking 35.55. 

Joggers’ clubmate Adam Etches was 28th in 
42.30, a week after completing the 
Stowmarket Joe Cox Half-Marathon in 
lhr 32min which earned him 55th place in a 
field of 315. 

Jonathan Clarke clocked 1:41 to finish 
127th in Stowmarket and Mary Marsh crossed 
in 2:01 for 265th place.
